flood control leg islation. 
It is necessary , therefore, th a t the con­ 
siderate and u nselfish A m erican people 
be told the whole tru th abou t present con­ 
ditions in the flooded area, abou t the slow 
prog ress of rehabilitation, the health con­ 
ditions and the m ental state of the popu ­ 
lation, the labor situ ation, the insolv ency 
of thou sands of planters and the inev ita­ 
ble foreclosu res of fertile lands. 
The Daily News is pu blishing a series 
of articles by a staff correspondent who 
w as sent to the flood reg ion to inv estig ate 
and report the facts. 
His articles thu s 
fa r pu blished show a distressing situ ation. 
Infants are dy ing by hu ndreds, he finds. 
Becau se of u ndernou rishm ent and worry , 
m any adu lts 
are 
su ccu mbing to pneu ­ 
monia, m alaria and other diseases- 
In 
one reg ion only fou r phy sicians are av ail­ 
able to minister to 26 ,000 stricken pe r­ 
sons. 
F u rth er, the Red Cross after perform ­ 
ing miracles, has h ad to su spend food r a ­ 
tioning in some sections and soon m u st 
su spend its prov ision of food elsewhere. 
Bitter w ant faces thou sands, homes are 
breaking u p, hopes of crops before nex t 
fall hav e v anished in m any sections. 
All this misery has ov ertaken indu s­ 
triou s, thrifty Americans in a land of 
plenty .

The county and indiv idual farm 
exhibits this year are the best in 
the history of the Missouri State 
Fair, according to R. 
T.

rick, superintendent of agricultural 
exhibits. This, he says, is due large­ 
ly to the fact that the farmers of 
the state are realizing more and 
more w’hat makes a good exhibit, 
and 
are 
show’ing not only 
what

cated system or jumble. A system

different 
boards, 
bureaus 
and 
comm issions. 
These 
boards 
have 
more 
or 
less 
uncertain jurisdiction 
and 
overlap­ 
ping functions. Most of them have 
the right to collect fees and taxes 
from the people for their activities. 
These fees and taxes in m any in­ 
stances are not required to be re­ 
ported to the state treasurer. It is 
therefore quite impossible for a gov­ 
ernor of this state to estim ate w ith­ 
in a million dollars of what the an­ 
nual income of the state realy is. 
No uniform system of accounting 
is provided for these various execu ­ 
tive 
boards, 
bureaus and 
com m is­ 
sions. Some have hardly any system 
at all. It has therefore in many In­ 
stances, 
been im possible to deter­ 
mine not only th e-in com e of these 
various 
departments, 
but also im­ 
possible to determine the purpose 
of their expenditures. 
These various boards and com m is­ 
sions as a rule each buy their own 
supplies and at the highest retail 
prices. A central purchasing bureau 
w'ould be able to buy those same 
supplies for all departm enU at a 
saving or discount of fifteen to thirty 
per cent. 
The annual expenditures 
of the state for its various activities 
are now' in excess of fifty four m il­ 
lions of dollars.
